Why They Wore Armor. 

To inch a pitch of exasperation did 
tho practice of using buttons in the 
shirt drive tho men of tho middlo ages 
tlmt they adopted the plan of wcuriug 
brass or steel armor, fastened together 
with metallic bolts. Tho populur idea 
that men wore urmor in orde r to fight 
in it is manifestly absurd, since no m.'ii 
oould possibly have fought when in¬ 
cased in half a hundredweight of metal. 
Armor was worn solely in order to 
avoid the worry of shirts with missing 
buttons.

Ottawa, August 19th—We can un¬ 
derstand the natural chagrin of the 
extreme Conservative partisans at the 
uuqualilied success of the efforts of 
the Liberal administration to give 
practical effect to tho long existing 
desire for closer union with the Em¬ 
pire, more particularly as shown in 
the adoption of prefereptial trade and 
Imperial penny postage, but we can¬ 
not understand why they persist in 
making themselves the laughing stock 
of the community. The “I, William 
Mulock" incident of a year ago was 
considered by those who could not look 
very far ahead as a most excellent 
joke, but as a matter of fact tho 
iimouut of Attention which the per¬ 
sistent attempts at ridicule drew to 
the Postmaster General and his pro¬ 
ject, had the exact object which he 
desired, of making the country and 
the Imperial authorities so familiar 
with the idea that when he wont to 
London this summer to clinch the 
matter it was comparatively plain 
sailing. 

Then again the manner in which a 
large number of tho opponents of the 
Government persist in their attempts 
to “ guy ” Preferential trade is funny. 
Only this week the Mail and Empire 
treated its readers to a column leading 
article to demonstrate that “ the policy 
of the Liberal Government is only one 
of drift from Great Britain to the 
United States. It is designed to keep 
British and Canadian interests asunder 


The Debate on the addreea has 
•Iderably cleared the atmoepbere and 
the poliojr of the Government is now 
before the country in blaek and white. 
It‘differs in no material point from 
vhat outlined in the dlscuselon that 
has bsen occupying so largs an amount 
of space In the prees for the last 
month and there la practically no 
question that another month wilT see 
the new legislation upon ths statute 
book and ths Honss .adjourned nntU 
the new year.

A PA lit INVESTIGATION. 

W. 11. Ponton may well say “save 
mo from my friends.” The young man 
has enough to hear without being held 
responsible for tho mis-statenieuts and 
misrepresentations circulated by zeal¬ 
ous partisans whose hearts have run 
away with their heads. 'The Belleville 
Ontario had a characteristic article in 
its issue of Friday last in which 11 
preliminary investigation is referred to 
asj* tty worst farce 1 oversaw,” and 
thejjuestion asked “Is that what wo 
call British .JusticeV” The “higl 
haudod” proceedings of tho court and 
“the manner in which the case was 
controlled from the start, is condemned 
with not a few expressions of disgust, 1 ’ 
by tho citizens of Belleville who were 
in attendance at the investigation, 
says tho Ontario. 

The Ontario goes on to say : “Tho 
magistrate’s decision as regards Pon¬ 
ton is based upon section <101 of the 
Dominion Code,- 1 as follow 

•When any person appears before any 
justice charged with at, indictable 
offence and the evidence adduced is in 
tho opinion of such justice sufficient 
to put the accused on trial, but does 
not furnish such a strong presumption 
of guilt as to warrant hiscominital for 
trial, the justice may admit the accus¬ 
ed to bail upon his producing such 
surety as in the opinion of the justice 
will be sufficient to ensure his appear 
auce at the time and place of trial.” 
Thus it is within the range of possibil 
ity that, unless the Crown is able to 
secure new evidence, Ponton may 
never be brought up in court, as tho 
magistrate has virtually declared that 
the evidence is not sufficient to warrant 
his committal#^ In that event Ponton 
will most likely demand to be tried and 
his innocence thoroughly established. 
Bail for Ponton was not fixed at S10,- 
000 as statedr and it is believe^ that it 
will not be more than half that sum. 
This will be eettledj to-morrow or Mon 
day.”- 

The one thing remarkable about the 
foregoing paragraph fs that it does not 
contain one word of truth. The 
opinions of " Belleville citizens ” as to 
the proceedings of tho court are equally 
unreliable. The Magistrate’s decision 
as regards Ponton was no6 based upon 
section <>01 of the criminal code, al 
though it may be argued that there is 
no other warrant for admitting the

A SAMPLK OF ACCURACY.. 

The sensational yarns originated by 
discontented American miners at 
Dawson and industriously copied from 
American nowspapers by Conservative 
journals throughout the Dominion con¬ 
tinue to appear with monotonous re¬ 
gularity. In view of the fact that 
thorough investigation will be insti¬ 
tuted by the Government it is not 
worth while to occupy space to discuss 
it further here. That the alleged facts 
are absolutely unreliablo in the absence 
of testimony from responsible parties, 
may be judged from one sample state¬ 
ment copied in the Mail and Empire 
recently from the Seattle Post Adver¬ 
tiser, where ib is stated that Major 
Walsh has had the power to remit 
royalties on*gold taken out of Klon¬ 
dike claims and that lie has been 
exercising that power. Major Walsh 
has absolutely no such power, the 
regulations requiring the collection of 
10 por cent royalty is as definite as all 
the other pegulations, and is being 
administered without qualification by 
the officials to the best of their ability. 

FOOLISH OF HUGH JOHN. 

If Mr. Hugh John Macdonald ever 
hopes to occupy his distinguished 
father’s place in the estimation of the 
Canadian people he will have to exhibit 
more of the taot that was so character¬ 
istic of the old chieftan. There was a 
time when it appeared as if he appre¬ 
ciated the fact and was endeavoring 
to cultivate the suavity for which Sir 
John A. Macdonald was noted, but his 
recent exhibition of personal feeling in 
refusing to preside at the banquet 
given by the Manitoba club, of which

Tbs Humidity Mster. 

The amount of moisture present oi 
tho humidity of tho air Is determined 
by a comparison of dry and wet bulb 
thermometers. They are both ordinary 
thermometers, but the bulb of the latter 
is covered with muslin that is wet. In 
tho latest form of instrument the ther¬ 
mometers are mounted on arms carried 
by a shaft that is rotated by a crank 
which is geared to the shaft. The mo¬ 
tion of the shaft rotates the thermome¬ 
ters in vertical planes and causes the 
water in the muslin to evaporate more- 
or less rapidly, according to the amount 
of moisture in the air. This evaporation 
lowers the temperature of the thermom¬ 
eter, and from tables oonstruoted after 
long experiments the degree of moisture 
can bo determined by the difference in 
temperature between the two thermom¬ 
eters,—E. J. Prindle in Popular Science

NAPANEE RIVER TROUBLE. 

At tbe meeting of tbe Municipal Council 
of the Township of Portland, held last 
Monday, tbe initiatory step* were faken to 
procure legislation to amend the charter of 
the Napanee River Improvement Company 
so as to prohibit the Company maintaining 
dams, etc , in the township of Portland. 

This cotnpany was incorporated by Act 
of tbe Parliament of Canada in 1806, and is 
composed of the owners of all the water' 
power mills on the Napanee river, from 
Napanee to Bellrock. -

Miller Evaporating 

Canadians Turned Back. 

If that feeling of mutual good will be¬ 
tween Canada and the United States, which 
has been tho outgrowth of our attitude to 
wards Uncle Sam in his recent imbroglio 
with Spain, is to oontinue, our neighbors 
will have to repeal or amend their picayune 
alien labor law The treatment accorded 
live young men from Sheffield township by 
American custom officers at Port Huron 
calls for the strongest condemnation and 
tl.o stuthorities at Washington will be 
derelict in their duty if they do not make 
reparation to the young men. It appears 
that for the paBt few weeks the O. T. R. 
has been issuing notices that special ex¬ 
cursion rates would be given by that line to 
all wishing to obtain employment in the 
harvest fields of North Dakota. It was 
intimated that farm laborers were in much 
demand in Dakota.^ Thirteen young men 
residing in the vioinity of Enterprise and 
Tamworth decided to take advantage of 
the cheap rates and on the 17th of August 
they applied to James Aylsworth, G. T. R. 
ticket agent at Tamworth and procured 
farm labourer's excursion tickots to vatious 
points in Dakota. The tickets were issued 
ut *10 each, and were accompanied by a 
certificate setting forth that if the bearer 
could show that he hud worked MO days in 
the harvest! fields of North Dakota, the G. 
T. R. Co. would carry him back to Canada 
for $1H. The young men left Napanee on 
the lsth of August. On their arrival at 
Port Huron they were met by a United 
States customs official, who, on seeing their 
tickets confiscated them, and ordered the 
young men back to Canada. He even went 
eo far as to threaten to arrest them if they 
did not return. Five of the party, viz: 
Phillip Wiseman, Wellington Hawley, Red 
Hawley, Thoa. Reid and Geo. Fenwick, 
docided to return. They made application 
at tbe G. T. R. office for permission to 
return home on their tickets, but this was 
refused them and the little party had to 
nay $5.(10 each for transportation baok to 
Napanee, It was not until tbe party were 
on board the train for home that tbe 
custom’s officials returned them their 
excursion tickets, th% certificates being 
withheld altogether. The rest of tbe party 
decided to take chances. They checked 
their baggage back to Tamworth and 
boarded tbe train. It is rumored that they 

6 ot as far as Chioago, only to be turned 
ack. The five young men, on their return 
to Napanee, laid their case before U. M. 
Wilson, of Wilson A Wilson. He im¬ 
mediately wrote to the Hon. Mr. Soott, 
Secretary of State, setting forth the facts 
of the case and requesting him to lay the 
matter before tho proj>er authorities at 
Washington. Mr. Wilson also laid the 
matter before Manager Hays, of the G.T.R. 
In bis letter it is shown that tbe young 
men wer.e not violating the provisions of 
the alien labor law, as they were not enter¬ 
ing the United States under contract. 
They were simply entering a foreign 
country in search of employment, and the 
manner in whioh they wero treated refleots 
no credit on that country.

The Birthplace of J<MM>phiue. 

Fort do trance, Martinique, is tho 
•trougost fortified point tho French own 
in America. It Is both a military and 
naval station, and a fort vrus erected cn 
a mountuln top there years ago, which 
has since been improved and strength¬ 
ened by some of the most modern guns 
known in warfare. 

During tho civil war tho United 
States cruiser Kearsarge chased tho Con ■ 
foderato blockade runner Alabama into 
tho hurbor, aud was on tbo • point of 
openiug fire on her when the authorities 
forbade it. Here they remained for some 
time, and during a stormy night tho 
Alabama slipped out and disappeared in 
tho Caribbean sea. 

Several times tho place has been bad¬ 
ly damaged by tropical cyclones, during 
which hundreds lost tbeir lives. It is 
noted as being tho birthplace *>f the 
Empress Josephine;' a lifo size piece pf 
statuary of hfrr adorus the principal 
plaza. Tho fort has hod for years but 
ouo family—tho king of Dahomey*and 
his six wives, whom tho French captur¬ 
ed aftor great trouble iu the African 
wilds and imprisoned.—Philadelphia 
Record.

On the 1st of July tho earth receives 
0 per cent loss heat from tho sun than 
it does during a corresponding period 
in the mouth of Junuury. But winter 
docs not occur then in tho northern 
hemisphere, b&auso tho sun runs high 
iu tho sky aud its v rays full upon tho 
oarth moro nearly vertically than six 
mohths later, and, too, the day is much 
longer than the night, so that while 
tho sun sends us a little less luett in to¬ 
tal amount wo get a much larger pro¬ 
portion of what it doos give us thau wo 
do in January, when the total b<M»L£or
